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0.E.P. To Receive Radio Support 
Equipment 


County Manager Lucien Morin stated on Janu- 
ary 19 that the Monroe County Office of Emer- 
gency Preparedness (formerly called Civi’ 
Defense) will receive $103,638 in special com- 
munication support equipment through the fed- 
eral government's Office of Emergency Pre- 
paredness. 

"General Edward Smith, Director of the 
county's O.E.P. has informed me that Monroe 
County will receive eight high powered FM 
transmitters valued at approximately $12,958 
each. These transmitters will be used as sup- 
portive equipment for RACES (Radio Amateur 
Civil Emergency Service), an organization 
which provides valuable radio communications 
services during times of civil or natural dis- 
aster,'' Morin said. 


Under a provision of the Federal Excess 
Property Program, Monroe County will have 
the use of this equipment, without financial 
obligation, for a five year period. 

"Amateur radio operators have played a key 
communications role during past emergencies; 
arole appreciated by county government. Ama- 
teurs offer that 'extra something' through their 
voluntary emergency communication effort, "' 
Morin concluded.

REPEATER TIPS 


DO’S 


-O KEEP ALL TRANSMISSIONS SHORT. Emer- 
gencies don’t wait for monologues to be finished. 
If you talk to hear your own voice what you want 
is a tape recorder, not an fm rig. 


DO THINK BEFORE YOU TRANSMIT. If you can’t 


think of anything worth saying, don’t say anything. 


DO PAUSE A COUPLE OF SECONDS BETWEEN 
EXCHANGES. Someone with a high-priority 
need for the repeater may want to break in; 
also, some repeaters are configured so that a 
brief pause in transmissions is necessary to reset 
the three-minute timer. 


DO IDENTIFY PROPERLY. “W6XYZ mobile’’ is 
not enough, even if you’re three hundred miles 
from another call area; ““W6XYZ mobile 6” is 
required. You must give the call of the station 
with whom you were in contact at the end of 
the contact. 


DO BE COURTEOUS. A repeater is like a telephone 


party line, and requires the same kind of cooperation 


in its use. 


DO USE SIMPLEX WHENEVER POSSIBLE. Leave 
the repeaters available for those who need them. 


DO USE THE MINIMUM POWER NECESSARY to 
maintain communication. Not only is this an 
FCC requirement, it’s also common courtesy. 


DO SUPPORT YOUR LOCAL REPEATER CLUB. 
even if it doesn’t require all users to be members. 
Maintaining a good machine is an expensive under- 
taking, and you should do your share. 


DON'TS 


DON’T ABUSE AUTOPATCH PRIVILEGES. busi- 
ness messages are not permitted in the amateur 
service. Don’t force the control operator to 
terminate your call in order to avoid a violation. 


DON’T BREAK INTO A CONTACT unless you have 
something to add. Interrupting is no more polite 
on the air than it is in person. 


DON’T FORGET THAT AMATEUR RADIO IS AL- 
LOCATED FREQUENCIES BECAUSE IT IS 
A SERVICE, not just a hobby. Don’t neglect 
the public service aspects of vhf fm communi- 
cation, such as accident reporting, emergency 
preparedness, etc. 


DON’T TRY TO PROVE WHAT A GREAT OPER- 
ATOR YOU ARE by criticizing the operating 
techniques of others on the air. Instead, set an 
example which others will be proud to follow. 


DON’T MONOPOLIZE A REPEATER. The best 
repeater users are the ones who do a lot of 
listening, and little transmitting. 


DON’T FORGET THAT WHAT YOU SAY OVER 
A REPEATER CAN BE HEARD OVER 
THOUSANDS OF SQUARE MILES by anyone 
with an inexpensive “‘public service band” 
monitor. These people are potential hams; 
if they like what they hear on the air, they will 
want to get licenses and join us. Don’t leave 
them with a bad impression of our hobby by 
making thoughtless or off-color remarks.
